the young man who recently grabbed a 
tray containing a considerable sum of 
money and valuable jewels from the 
jewelry store qf R B Miller on Center 
street In Berkeley. He was captured, 
however before he had gone two hun- 
dred yards and stated that he com- 
mitted the theft for the purpose of ob- 
taining funds with which to pay his 
way East 
The police, however, were 


suspicious that he was more used to 
acts of crime than he pretended to be 
and he was taken at once to the county 
jail 
There he confessed to the theft 


of the Miller store and also to the theft 
of some watches from the store of a 
San Pablo avenue jeweler

SAX,FRANCISCO, August 25.-The threat of Mayor 


Schmitz to run as an independent candidate for governor, 
startled the politicians this week, and they are at all sorts of 
pains to account for the mayor's unexpected action. The over- 
wise men seem to see in this attitude of Schmitz a deep, dark 
and sinister design on the part of Abe Kuef to force the Re- 
publican convention at Santa Cruz to make Schmitz its nom- 
inee or else to force Herrin to give Euef all the patronage offices 
on the ticket. 


These sages and oracles seem to forget that the mayor said 


he would not permit his name to go before the Eepublican con- 
vention. That knocks all the sinister design out of the supposed 
Euef program. The fact is Euef doesn't run Mayor Schmitz 
half as much as people think he does. The mayor has a mind 
of his own, and Euef has to defer to him quits as often as he 
defers to Euef. 
, 


The simple fact of this last position of the mayor is that 


he really wants to be governor, and thinks that with Eepublican, 
Democratic and Independence League candidates in the field- 
not to mention the Socialists and Prohibitionists—he might have 
a fair chance to win out. Schmitz has long hankered after the 
governorship, and since the big fire he has had assurances of 
support for his ambition from so many sources hitherto antag- 
onistic that he has come to regard himself as quite the logical 
candidate. He believes himself very popular in the State, and 
Euef shares in that belief." He certainly is very popular in San 
Francisco That has been demonstrated. 


Then, somewhere behind the ambition is a bit of pique. The 


mayor thinks be hasn't had the support he thinks he had the 
right to expect from certain influential quarteis. Just what 
he v anted support on, and whether he is piqued at Herrin I 
do not know. But there is a rift in the lute somewhere and 
that i? \\hj Schmnz threatens to play the jangling political 
tune. 


T> v ill be mstrurth c to note the action taken by the caucus 


of the Puef delegates next Tuesday night. 
If they should 


shout aloud for Schmitz and pledge themselves to him for gov- 
ernor, the situation would be quite embarrassing for some as- 
pirants for office. ' But there will be no such shouting or pledg- 


ing, unless Euef permits it to go on. If he wants to shake 
Hayes, that would be one way of doing it, but I doubt whether 
he v>ould he guilty of such a subterfuge or whether Hayes would 
be misled by it. So that meeting will tell quite a story. 


Out of that meeting we may be able to get an answer to 


the question whether Euef intends to knife your man, Presid- 
ing Judge Hall, of the Appellate court in the first district. 
There hat e been persistent rumors that Hall is to be sacrificed, 
but I hat e not been able to trace them to an authoritative source. 
Euef is mum on the subject, and even the Herrin lieutenants 
do not seem to have any information about the matter. With 
his votes in San Francisco and the Hayes votes in Santa Clara, 
Euef nearly, or quite, dominates this Appellate court district, 
so he can set up or pull down the judges at his sweet will, unless 
he had some understanding before the primary that Herrin 
was to attend to the naming of the judges. 


Euef says his only*object in getting the San Francisco 


delegates together is to let them express their preferences and

desires, and come to some conclusion as to what they will work 
for at Santa Cruz. "He says that heretofore the San Francisco 
delegates have sat around conventions merely waiting for or- 
ders. Now he proposes to make of his delegation a great work- 
ing force to carry forward the demands or desires of the me- 
tropolis. The unit rule may be adopted, but it is not binding on 
delegates elected at the polls at a primary. It would be a con- 
venient way to dodge obligations, however, and to avoid the 
importunings of candidates who are not on the slate.

Herrin lieutenants and Euef sro not on the best of terms. 


EC thinks that Jere Burke, George Hatton and some of the 
others are sitting down and fixing up slates when he is not taken 
into the bargain. He does not thmk they are dividing the pie 
fairly with him. Whether Irs pique at the lieutenants will 
cause a breach between Euef and Hei*rm remains to be seen. 
Up to now there has bren an understanding that Euef is to 
work with the "Organization," but unless he is permitted to 
hate a hand in the grab-bag he will not play. A breach is pos- 
sible, though not probable. 


Some of the lieutenants say very positively that they can 


organize the convention, nominate Gillctt and put through the 
slate without the aid of Euef and his San Francisco votes. That 
may be true, and some boasts to that effect might have caused 
the throwing forward of Schmitz as a possible independent 
candidate. Still I cling to my own view that the Schmitz can- 
didacy is the outgrowth of a big ambition and a little pique. 
But let's look into the question of whether the Herrin machine 
can turn the trick without Euef.

I can't find the votes without giving the machine every* 


thing it lays claim to and putting in some of your Alameda 
county delegates. I suppose something like thirty of the men 
from your^ county could be handled in organizing the conven- 
tion, and I can see where the machine could go that far with- 
out the aid of Euef and with the opposition of ' Pardee and 
Hayes. But when it <Dn.es to nominating Gillett, your Ala- 
meda county men would have to stick to Pardee; and unless 
Herrin could take a big bunch of the San Francisco delegates 
away from Euef, I cannot count Gillett as a winner on any- 
thing like an early ballot. There would have to be a break from 
Pardee, and the Lorigan men in Santa Clara would have to 
leave Hayes before Gillett could get a total vote of 413—the 
number necessary to win in a convention composed of 825 
delegates. 


To be sure, Walter Parker has 118 of the 129 delegates 


from Los Angeles; and Charlie Ha^dy has the eighteen irom 
San Diego; and there are nine in*Orange, twelve in San Ber- 
nardino, seven in Riverside, seven in Ventura and eleven in 
Santa Barbara to begin with—the great southern combination, 
where the machine is very much on top. Then there is the 
Gillctt block of votes in the north, beginning with Humboldt's 
twenty, and taking in Mendocino's twelve; Shasta's eight, and 
Nevada's nine, with a lot of smaller counties. But Sacrameto, 
Yolo and Napa are pledged to Pardee; San Joaquin is split; 
Contra Costa is for Pardee; Solano is split; the San Joaquin 
vallev counties are by no means easily handled, and Tulare 


has given Pardee instructions. So if you eliminate San Fran- 
cisco and Santa Clara it would be mighty hard sledding for 
the machine to grind through its program.

Sheriff Barnot states that owing to a shortage of deputies in hit office 


and the fact that f\ere is but one man in the county jail on each watch, It 
would not be a difficult matter for an outsider, wearing an imitation police 
or sheriff's badge, to carry out a plan for a general jail delivery. 
He is 


also handicapped in the general duties of his office, owing to th» fact that 
he has "0 outside deputies, being obliged to do the work hlmsolf. 


There Is a problem In fact many 


problems, which Sh i Iff Hornet finds 
difficult of solution 
-ine most perplex- 


ing of these la the fact that the sheriff 
Is short of deputies the**e being such a 
lack in this direction that there Is not 
even one man for outside work 
Most 


of this devolves upon the sheriff hlm- 


! self, and If he does not find time to 
attend to it he is obliged to pay for 
the work out of his own pocket 


SHERIFF SPEAKS. 


"And the 
worst 
of. It all," said 


Sheriff Barnet, "la that the Legislature 
is unable to remedy the trouble be-

place in the commercial rn-orld last 
week for the first time In Its history, 
passing Pittsburg. 
Heretofore 
Oak- 


land has had no clearing hous« and all 
the trade of the 200,000 people In the 
cities across the bay has gone unre- 
corded, but since the flre In San Fran- 
tisco the Oakland banks have formed 
a clearing house, and as this 'business 
is closely allied with commerclaa oper- 
ations of San Francisca the report* 
from there rightfully Indicate the true 
Justness conditions about San Fran- 
cisco .bay. Taking this as a basis the 
clearings of the iveek end-ing Thurs- 
day, August 16, |br the cities about the 
bay, amounted to a total of almost 
$48,000,000, 
as 
the 
San 
Francisco 


clearings were S43.914,147, while thoso 
of Oakland were $3,946,803. 


The demand for skilled labor in the 


building trades, and also for ordinary 
laborers In construction work on the 
railroads and street railways, as well 
as farm laborers in the country, con- 
tinues.

That this government Is not taking 


etepe to meet a crisis Is absurd. At the 
department It is learned that It has set 
on foot an Inquiry to ascertain who la 
behind the revolutionists and who are 
furnishing apparently unimportant people 
In Cuba with the sinews ot war. 
It is evident to the department that 
the people who are pulling the string* 
are either those who favor annexation In 
this country and In Cuba or the agents 
of foreign governments who wish to de- 
stroy If they can the understood proc- 
tectorate of the United States over Cuba- 


SOME 
FAVOR 
CHAOS. 


Theoretically the foreign governments 


who would like to see chaos in Cuba 
would be Germany, Spain and Austria. 
Great Britain would frown on revolu- 
tion because of similar troubles that 
might be expected In Jalmaca and other 
British possessions In South America- 
There are hints that the sugar trust Its 
not averse to the revolution, or In other 
words It would be tbe gainer if there 
were actual annexation. If the depart- 
ment believes this It gives no evidence 
of its opinion. 
There are things which the United 
States must do. 
It must either Intervene or let the 
revolution go on and get from Its lead- 
ers the promise that a change in gov- 
ernment will be subject to the present 
constitution, especially 
to the Platt 
amendment. It it under the latter that 
the United States not only is author- 
ized to stop the efforts of foreign nations 
to get a foothold in Cuban territory or 
by treaty. It Is the Platt amendment 
that Cuba has agreed to, to let 
th« 
United States preserve the peace In event 
of dangers that would subvert the gov- 
ernment on the Islands. 


DELICATE 
SITUATION. 


The easy gait at which the State De- 
partment Is going at this time Is due to 
the fact that the United States is al- 
ready on the Island by reason of its 
splendid naval station at Guantanamo. 
The situation Is delicate for this govern- 
ment for two reasons: One, that Presi- 
dent Palma, so far as Is known, has not 
personally aeked the asslstanoe of the 
United States, and the second Is that the 
United States In the event of solitary In- 
tervention would Rive color to a charge 
by foreign nations that it meant annex- 
ation pure and simple. 
It Is believed that the United States 
government Is already on the outlook for 
filibustering expeditions. 
The first fill- 
busterer caught will demonstrate prac- 
tically who are the people behind the 
revolution.

self abstemious, he is frequently 
compelled, by court and diplo- 
matic requirements, to entertain 
Then the functions are splendid 
affairs 
On such occasions the 


guests of^en number 2000 


The kitchen equipment neces- 


sary to care for so many people 
is equal to that of a large hotel 
An army of men is employed, and 
unless everything is served just 
right there is an explosion of of- 
ficial wrath. Every dish prepared 
for the Emperor's personal table 
is carefully tasted by a high of- 
ficial before it is sent to the serv- 
ing room. 


BYora the days of Maria Theresa,

French Counterfeit Diamonds Fashionable 


"Counterfeit 
diamonds 
are 
worn 


much more generally than most people 
suppose," said a dealer In jewelry. 
"They are advertised as made out of a 
variety of 
materials—even to quartz 


crystal made with a solution of dia- 
mon dust In hydrofluoric acid; a total 
Impossibility, by the way—but there is 
nothing for the purpose like the good 
old French 'paste.' What is it? Why, 
nothing in the world but a fine quality 
of glass, with a large percentage of 
lead as an ingredient 


"But the processes employed in mak- 


i*ig this kind of glass must be con- 
ducted ivlth the utmost nlcetj- in order 
that It may have the requisite bril- 
liancy and hardness; whereas for the 
best table glassware white quartz sand 
is employed, for 'paste' this material is 
mixed half and half, with powdered 
rock crystal. Then carbonate of soda, 
calcined borax, saltpeter and red lead 
are added in due proportions, and - the 
mass is fused by heat in a .crucible. 


"Upon the care taken in the details 


of 
the p'rocess 
depend the density, 


transparency and beauty of the 'paste,' 
which, when the stuff is cold, is ready 
to be cut up into pieces suitable for 
preparation as 'diamonds.' Such prep- 
aration consists of cutting, with the 
help of a wheel 
and diamond dust, 


much in the same way as real dia- 
monds are made ready for the market. 
The artificial gems thus made—the 
best of them, that is to say—possess 
considerable brilliancy and fire, so that 
any person not on 
expert n-ould be 


likely to be deceived by them. 


"Millions of the imitation diamonds 


cut in France, where the manufacure 
of them is a great industry, are im- 
ported into this country annually for 
use in cheap jewelry. 
The ordinary 


ones cost 5 cents apiece wholesale, and 
are set in 
plated 
pins, 
rings and 


brooches at Providence and Attleboro, 
R. I. 
Several big factories in those 


cities are Kept busy at this sort of 
work, employing hundreds of men and 
women the year around. Rhode Inland, 
indeed, turns out most of the cheap 
jewelry sold in the United States 


"From the came kind of "poata' but] 


of a superlative quality, are made high- 
class 
counterfeit 
diamonds, 
which 


sometimes sell for 110 or more apiece. 
They are cut by skilled diamond cut- 
ters, almost as carefully as real dia- 
monds, and to the casual eye they are 
just about as brilliant. So much de- 
pends in this sort of work upon the 
correct utilization of optical principles 
that a perfectly cut 'paste' gem may 
actually have more fire and beauty 
than a poorly cut real diamond. 


"You may put it down as a fact that 


most of the diamonds actresses lose 
are in reality 'paste.' Bomttimes fen 
additional fcrllUancy IcjMt to « 


Introducing a little sliver in the setting 
at the back of the 'stone.' The same 
sort of bead glass, I might mention, Is 
used for making artificial emeralds and 
rubies, suitable coloring substances 
being added to the mixture before fus- 
ing. Fakers, particularly in the West, 
find an easy market for such 'gems,' 
sometime* selling them actually by the 
carat to contribute an additional sug- 
gestion of preciousness to their wares, 
which unsuspecting purchasers are 
easily persuaded Into believing are 
genuliw gems of the first water.
